MUSIC STORES 
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AN EVENING WITH 
ROD STEWART

Tuesday, November 9th was the second out of three 
shows that Rod Stewart was scheduled to perform at the 
Spectrum in Philadelphia. Young and old alike came out to 
see Rod perform over two decades of music. Spanning 
from his earliest music with “The Faces” to his newest 
solo release “Unplugged and Seated” -- which is his highest 
debuting release, remaining No. 2 on the Billboard chart for 
more than four weeks. 

As everyone was being seated, you could not miss 
the magnificent stage set-up “‘in the round.” The stage had 
very rich red curtains draped all around with gold tassels 
and the Stewart crest on top of all four sides. Also on all 
sides were TVs and suspended above the center were four 
large screens so everyone was sure to see what was going on 
tonight. Touring with Rod is a 12-piece band with three 
back-up singers and an 18-piece orchestra. It made you won 
der how such a large number would fit onto the stage. At 
8:20, the band members walked out and entered under the 
stage. Then not too long after, a trunk was rolled out 
under the stage. The contents of the trunk was Mod Rod 
and the fans had no idea. 

The houselights went down and the curtains were drawn 
up just like you see in the fancy theaters. In the center of 
the stage sat Rod on a stool kicking off the night with: his 
1977 hit, “Hot Legs.” At different intervals while singing, 
Rod would turn on his stool to face all four sides of 
the Spectrum. Built into the stage was an orchestra pit, 
while the rest of his band was basically set up on the 
opposite side. It didn’t take much to get the fans go- 
ing, as they were up already singing and dancing right along 
with Rod. For the next two and a half hours, Rod per- 
formed one hit after another, unplugged and electric. 

Rod started off the night with his earlier ’70s hits and 
the ones that most of us grew up on. Rod sang “Reason to 
Believe,’ “Mandolin Wind,” ‘Every Picture Tells a Story,” 
“Maggie May,” and “‘You’re In My Heart.”’ Also from the 
70s, °80s and ’90s, Rod performed “Forever Young,” 
“Downtown Train,” “Infatuation,” “Some Guys Have All 
The Luck,” “First Cut Is The Deepest,” “Stay With Me,’ and 
“Sweet Little Rock ’n Roller,” an old Faces tune featuring 


Ian McGreggin, an original band member, on piano. Also cov- 
ered were ‘“‘We’re Having a Party,” earlier recorded by South. 


side Johnny and the Asbury Jukes, “Baby, Please Don’t 
Go,” a song from the group then featuring Van Morrison, 
and “People Get Ready,” a song that Rod recorded with 
legendary rock guitarist Jeff Beck. Rounding out the night, 
Rod sang his newest hit, “Have I Told You Lately,” a song 
written and performed earlier by Van Morrison. Rod dedi- 
cated it to his wife and daughter. Rod sang with such 
emotion as I watched to see if a tear would catch in his eye. 
Bringing back up the tempo, Rod performed “This Old 
Heart of Mine,” a song off his 1990 Vagabond Heart. 
All through the night, fans showered Rod with presents

Nothing is more exciting to a music enthusiast than to see a great local band get 
a chance to make good. This area music head predicts that a chance is exactly what the 
members of Gladhouse will get. Add heart and determination to talent, and this alternative 
rock band will take their ériginal tunes as far as they want to. They’ve been taking their 
sound all around for some time now, but the ‘in Tune’ Showcase on November 20 was their 
first performance at The Circle in Brigantine. This night gave them a chance to showcase 
old and new material.

These 
two have no trouble sharing the stage - they trade off with Michel playing the solo on tunes 
like “Christmas,” and Brudzinski taking the solo on others like “Charlotte,” complemented 
by Michel on keyboards. Drummer Bob Weir and Bassist Stephen Koch are ever present, 
driving home the rhythm that holds the sound together. And backing up Fuller on vocals, 
all these guys do a little singing, taking turns on songs like “For Today,” and “You Have 
the Breath.” Especially emotional was the brand new “Sister,” their first performance of 
this song. The energy was sustained right though the last tune, “Oceans,” an intense song 
with a lot of feedback. Get a chance to see these guys soon, so you can say “I knew them 
when...”

Since its release, Phish’s sophomore 
offering on Elektra (fourth overall) 
has been burdened with numerous 
comparisons to the music of the 
Grateful Dead by reviewers seeking a 
quick and convenient label for a work 
which is, most likely, beyond their 
comprehension. 

Wielding an array of influences 
which run the gamut, Phish has yet 
again woven them into a _ tapestry 
of creativity and depth rarely found in 
popular music. While easily their most 
accessible album to date, Rift isn’t 
lacking in interesting musical twists. 
There are shifting rhythms in odd time 
signatures (‘““Mound,” “‘My Friend, My 
Friend”), jazzy modulations(“‘It’s Ice,” 
“Horn), pop-ish sing-alongs (‘‘The 
Wedge”), dextrous Spanish guitar 
(“The Horse’’), a ballad (‘‘Fast Enough 
for You”), a hoedown (‘Sparkle’), 
off the wall eclecticism (‘“Weigh,” 
“Lengthwise”), outright composition 
(“All Things Reconsidered,” “Silent 
in the Morning”), and what I consider 
the best guitar solo to be put down on 
tape (‘“Maze’’). Add sufficiently off- 
center lyrics, through which runs the 
similar theme of strained relationships 
and their consequences, to the mix. 

Rift is testament to the band’s abil- 
ity to sell out venues continuously 
while MTV darlings find such feats 
unattainable. In summation, to judge a 
band’s ability by their audience’s hair 
is weak. The Grateful Dead couldn’t 
touch this album with a ten-foot pole.

“‘Sameness is unavoidable,” a favorite quote from F.Z., 


was proven to be correct, as Frank succumbed to the “‘un 
avoidable.” 


Rising to prominence in the ’60s with his band, 
the Mothers of Invention, with albums like Freak Out, Hot 
Rats, and- Weasels Ripped My Flesh, Zappa was an out- 
spoken composer and musician who used his satirical music 
to poke fun at all sorts of topics at a crotch level. 

No one escaped his wrath, and Zappa ‘once told his 
young audience to “‘Go to the library and educate yourself, 
if you’ve got the guts!”’ Frank Zappa also urged his listeners 
to “register to vote’? and this message was printed at the 
bottom of many of his albums. 

The last 10 years of his life Zappa spent composing 
music, and his last album was Yellow Shark. His tour for 
that album was cut short by his illness, Frank Zappa left us 
on December 4, 1993, a victim of prostate cancer. 

As one writer put it, “The band in Rock ’n Roll Heaven 
just got better!” Arf! Arf!
